THE PDBITY OP KLKCTIOJSS LAW. 


The Ayon County Times ia etroutjly In 


favor of the repeal of the "Purity of 
Elections Law." It says : 


"It ia the worst perjury breeding 


pieoe of legislation ever passed by a 
body of men. There is not a candidate 
seeking office to-day who can make bla 
canvass and keep within the limit of 
expense prescribed by this law, and 
when candidates come to make affi- 
davit that they have done ao they sim- 
ply perjure themselves. The law was 
passed in the interest of a few men 
who now get behind it to avoid paying 
legitimate campaign expenses." 


There is much truth in what the 


Times aaya. The law limits the ex 
penditures of a candidate for State 
office to $250 and as Nevada is a State 
of magnificent distances, a candidate 
can not visit every oounty in the State 
and keep within the limits of the law 
While an amendment to the Act made 
by the Legislature of 1897 provides for 
tilrlog of halls, music.ndvertising, etc., 
the amount that can be paid by candi- 
dates for such purposes is limited. 
Two years ago the Silver newspapers 
received only eight dollars each for nd- 
veriislng which at legal rates amounted 
to at least $200. 


The law has some good features 


nevertheless. 
It prohibits the pur- 


chase of votes, as if they were mer- 
chandise, but it should be amended so 
that newspapers can be paid legal rates 
for political advertising. As it now is 
the Purity Committee, which each 
party must appoint, ia limited to an ex- 
penditure of $1,000 for all purposes 
and no candidate for State office is 
permitted to spend more than $250.

S1I/VKK IN TUE PHILIPPINES. 


Murat Halstead writes the Chicago 


Record that after the American occupa- 
tion of Manila there waa so large an 
amount of American gold offered the 
backers of Manila that the bankers re- 
quested permission of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Green, the American commander, 
to import clean Mexican dollars, duty 
free. This request was granted, doubt- 
less with the consent of the authorities 
at Washington, and Mr. Halstead says 
that while the free coinage of silver is 
denied, free trade in silver dollars from 
the Mexican Mint is permitted. 


Silver dollars are the only coins ac- 


cepted among the Filipinos. They pass 
current throughout the islands and are 
taken in preference to gold. Though 
the Americans have possession of Ma- 
nila they encourage the use oE Mexi- 
can dollars by admit ing them free, 
when we have abundance of silver 
bullion in the Treasury vaults 'and 
mints that could convert it into coin 
lying idle. The prejudice against in- 
creasing the coinage of silver is, how 
ever, so strong at Washington that the 
Government will do anything in the 
way of financiering to prevent the coin- 
age of the bullion now piled in the 
Treasury. 
It issued interest-bearing 


bonds for money that it did not need, 
and which it is now depositing in fav- 
ored banks, without interest, to pre- 
vent the coinage of silver, and it may 
relinquish possession of the Philippines 
rather than risk the danger of annex- 
Ing territory where silver is the prinoi 
pal circulating medium.
